REGARDING THs FOOTPATH AND BRIDLEPATH KNOWN AS "THE DRIFT’ 


It was agreed that the question of the Drift forming part of a cycleway between 
Bar Hill and Cambridge was something of 2 ‘red herring'. The principal need was 
to bring the Drift up to standarm s0 as to fecilitate access by pedestrians and 
cyclists betweon the two villages. 


Dry Drayton observed that, prior to the building of Bar Hill, the Drift was 
accessiblo throughout the year. Long term residents of Bar Hill could remember 
when the post van usod the Drift between the two villages. 


There were two reasons for the current condition of the Drift:- i) that the 
surface had been disturbed during the conetruction of Bar Hill and inadequately 
restored; ii) that the ditches on either side of the Drift had been allowed to 
fill up with debris. thus preventing the land on either sido from draining 
properly; Also, the farmer on the footpath side of the Drift had ploughed ‘up to 
the kedge on severel occasions. 


It was agreed therefore that:- 


i) »- that the farmer should be obliged to restore the footvath. 

ii) that the ditches should be cleared so as to facilitate drainage. 

iii) that Roger Hall from Bar Hill and Mr. Hawkes from Dry Drayton shovld meet 
from. tima to time co as to assess the progress made end to decide on future steps. 
iv) that the surface of the Brift should be flattened and hardened when ati 
was worxing vroperly. 

v) that the Parish Councils should teko all pomen ntepe to prevent access to 
the Drift by motor cyclists 

vi) -that-they would endeavour, by all nossibie meany to eEnoee any proposal to 
open the Drift to vehicular access. 


It was agreed that should the drainage problem be soived, the expense involved in 
constructing 4 cycleway along the Drift would be unnecessary.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Dear Resident, : 

The County Council's saucation budget far 1987/88 amounted to just over £150million 
net expenditure. Within this was the support for students over the age of 19 at 
Universities, F.E. Establishments on courses of higher and further education. 
During 1987 the County Council supported 2,805 students resident at Universities 
and 2,21) at other F.E. Establishments on designated courses.of higher education. 
The total cost of these courses exceeded £10 million. There were also 1,00 
students on non-derignated courses for whom the County made major or minor awards 
at a cost to the County of just over £14m. The number of awards has increased over 
the 1986/87 figures by 296, awards for further oducation in these two main fields 
have been increasing yearly over the past decade. The estimated expenditure for 
the next year is just over £114m, however, the total expenditure on student awards 
is supported by a 90% grant fromCentral Government in respect of designated courses 
at Universities, F.E. and other major establishments. The cost of non-designated 
courses falls directly on the County Council. . 


The Secretary of State has given his approval to St. Bedes Roman Catholic School 
becoming an Inter Church School, one of only 6 in the country, which will admit up 
to 600 Anglican and Roman Catholic children. St. Bedes has been retained as the 
name for the new school, deriving from St. Bede 673-735 who was a monk and the 
first English historian. He is an English Saint venerated by both Anglican and 
Roman Catholic churches. 


Cambs County Council has just been allocated £8.7m by the Manpower Services Comm 
to extend its Technical and Vocational Education Initiative, T.V.E.I. for short. 
The Initiative will be introduced in three phases commencing in Sept. 1988 in all 
Secondary Schools in the County. T.V.E.I. ia a National Initiative to promote 
curriculum links between what people learn and the actual experiences of the 

world of work. It has been piloted in 5 Institutions in Cambridge over the past — 
l, years and has involved work experience for pupils between the ages of 1h and 16, 
effective co-operation between Schools and F.E. Colleges and involves greater links 
between employers and schools: It has broken down the traditional assumptions 
about certain subjects being more suitable for girls and others being more suitable 
for boys. A new initiative has just been launched to promote and manege footpaths, 
woodlands and nature reserves and to improve the landscape on the outskirts of 
Cambridge and the surrounding villages that lie within the Green Belt. This 
project will involve co-operation between local authorities, the Countryside 
Commission and the Manpower Services Commission through its. community programme. 
The Ramblers Assoc., Cambs. Wildlife Trust and the Britieh Trust for nature 
Conservation will also be giving their support and advice. Tho total cost of 
these schemes will be in excess of £100,000 with the vast majority coming from the 
Manpower Service Community Programmes Scheme. Initially work will be carried out 
On the Fulbourn Nature Reserve, planting trees at the Beechwood Reserve and 
providing a facelift at Byrons Pool, Grantchester. Work will include promoting 
footpaths, Nature Reserves etc. in schools and telks to organisations.
